appear in Convocation for that purpoſe , according to Our 
faid Writ , before the Right Reverend Father m God , 
Richard, Bifhop of London, duly (upon a ſecond Writ of 
Ours dated the 9. Day of March aforeſaid) authorized, aps 
pointed and conſtituted , by reaſon of the ſaid Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury his Death, Preſident of the ſaid Convocation, 
to execute thoſe things Which by Virtue of Our firſt Writ 
did appertain to him the ſaid Archbiſhop to have executed 
if be had lived : We , for divers urgent and weighty Cauſes 
and Conſiderations Us thereunto eſpecially moving , of Our 
eſpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and meer I'otion , did 
by Virtue of our Prerogative Rojal, and Supreme euthority 
in Cauſes Ecclſieaitical, give and grant by Our ſeveral Let- 
ters Patents tmder Onr Great.

And in the 
year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord JAMES by 
the Grace of God, King of England, France, and Ire- 
land the Firſt, and of Scotland the Thirty ſeventh. 


Of th: Chach of Enotand. 


I. The King's Supremacy ever the Charch of England, i Cau- 
ſes Ecclefraſtical, to be maintained. 


S our Duty to the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty 
requireth , We firſt decree and ordain , That the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury (from time to time) all 
Biſhops of this Province, all Deans, Archdeacons, 
Parſons , Vicars , and all other Eccleſjaſtical Per- 
ſons , ſhall faithfully keep and obſerve , and (as 
much as in them lieth) ſhall cauſe to be obſerved 

and kept of others , all and fingular Laws and Statutes made for re- 

ſtoring to the Crown-of this Ro the Ancient Jurisdiction over 
the State Eccleſiaſtical , and abolilbing of all Foreign Power repug- 
nant to the ſame. Furthermore, #il Eccleſiaſtical Perſons having 

Cure of Souls, and all other Preachers, and Readers of Divinity Le- 

Cures, {hall to the uttermoſt of their Wit, Knowledge and Learning, 

porely and ſincerely ( without apy colour or diſlimulation ) teach , 

manifeſt,open, and deciare four times every Year (at the leaſt) in their 


Sermors and other Collations and Leftures , That all uſuryed and Fo- 
reign 
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reign Power, (foraſmuch as the ſame hath no Eſtabliſhment , nor 
ground by the Law'of Grd) is for molt juſt'Cauſes taken away and 
aboliſhed : and thar therefore no tnanner of Obedience , or Subjetti- 
on within His Majeſty's Realms and Dominjops , _is due ynto any fuch 
Foreign Power : but that the King's Power within His Realms of 
England, Scotland and Ireland, and all other His Dominions and Coun- 
tries, is the Hjgheſt Power under God, to wham'all men; -as-well [o- 
habitants, as born within the ſame, do by God's Laws owe molt Loy- 
alty and Obedierce , afore and above all other Powers and Potentates

Of Divine Service, and Adminiſtration of 
the SACR AMENTS. 


XIII. Due Celebration of Sundays and Holy-days. 


from henceforth celebrate and keep the Lord's Day , com- 

monly called Sunday , and other Holy-days, according to 
God's Holy Will and Pleaſure , and the Orders. of the Church of 
England, preſcribed in that behalf; that is, in hearing the Word of 
God read and taught, in private-and publick Prayers ; in acknow-. 
ledging their Offences to God , and amendment of the ſame, in re-- 
conciling themſelves charitably to their Neighbours , where diſplea- 
ſure hath been , in oftentimes receiving the Communion of the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt, in viſiting of the poor and Sick, uſing all godly 
and ſober Converſation. 


\ L L manner of Perſons within the Church of England , ſhall: 


XIV. The preſcript Form of Divine Service to be uſed on Sundays 
and Holy- days. 


N-- Common Prayer ſhall be faid or ſung diſtintly and reve- 
rently upon ſach days as are oy I to: be kept holy p_ 
| - | 
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Book of Common-Prayer, and their Eves, andat convenient and uſu- 
al times of thoſe days, and in ſuch place of every Church as the Bi- 
ſhop of the Dioceſs, or Eccleſiaſtical Ordinary of the Place ſhall think 
meet for the largeneſs or ftraitneſs of the ſame, ſo as the People may 
be moſt edified. All Miniſters likewiſe ſhall obſerve the Orders, 
Rites, and Ceremonies preſcribed in the Book of Coinmon-Prayer, as 
well in reading the holy Scriptures , and ſaying of Prayers, as in Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments, without either diminiſhing in regard 
of preaching, or in any other reſp.Cft, or adding any thing inthe mat- 
ter-or form thereof. 


XV. The Letany to be read on Wedneſdays and Fridays, 


T HE Letany ſhall be ſaid or ſung when, and as it is ſet down in 
the Book of Common-Prayer, by the Parſons, Vicars, Miniſters, 
or Curats, in all Cathedral, Collegiate , Pariſh Churches and Chapels, 
ina ſome convenient Place , according to the diſcretion of the Bithop 
of the Dioceſs, or Eccleſiaſtical Ordinary of the Place. And that 
we may ſpeak more particularly , upon Wedneſdays and Fridays 
weekly , though they be not Holydays , the Miniſter at the accuſto- 
med hours of Service, ſhall reſort to the Chnrch and Chapel, and 
warning being given to the People by tolling of a Bell , ſhal} ſay -the 
Letany prefcribed in the Book of Common-Prayer : whereuhto we 
wiſh every Houſholder dwelling within halt a mile of the Church, ts 
come or ſend one at the leaſt of his Houſhold fit to joyn with the Mi- 
niſter in Prayers. 


XVI. Colleages touſe the Preſcript Form of Divine Service, 


N the whole Divine Service, and Adminiſtration of the holy Com- 
munion, in all Colledges and Halls in both Univerſities, the Order, 
Form and Ceremonies, ſhall be duly obſerved, as they are ſet down and 
preſcribed in the Book of Common-Prayer , without any Omillion or 
Alteration. 


XVII, Srudents in Celledges to wear Surplices in time of Divine 
Service, 


LL Maſters and Fellows of Colledges or Halls, and all the 
A Scholars and Students in either of the Univerlſities,ſhall in their 
Churches and Chapels upon all Sundays, Holydays , and their Eves, 

at 
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at the time of Divine Service, wear Surplices according to the Order 


- of. the Church of England : and ſuch as are Graduats , ſhall agreeably 


wear with their Surplices ſuch Hoods as do ſeverally appertain unto 
their Degrees. 


XVIII. A Reverence and Attention to be uſed within the Church in tine 
of Divine Service, 


N the time of Divine Service , and of every part thereof, all due 
Reverence is to be uſed, for it is according to the Apoſtle's Rule, 
Let all things be done decently, and according to order : Anſwerable to 
which Decency and Order, we judge theſe our DireCtions following 3 
No tnan ſhall cover his Head inthe Church or Chapel in the time of Di- 
vire Service,except he have ſome Infirmity zin which caſe,let him wear 
a Night-capor Coif. All manner of Perſons then preſent,ſhall reve- 
rently kneel upon their knees when the- general Confeſſion , Letany, 
and other Prayers are read; and ſhall ſtand up at the ſaying of the 
Belief, according to the Rules in that behalf preſcribed in the Book 
of Common-Prayer : And likewiſe when in time of Divine Service 
the Lord Jeſus ſhall be mentioned , due and lowly Reverence ſhall be 
done by all Perſons preſent , as it hath been accuſtomed ; teſtifying 
by theſe Outward Ceremonies and Geſtures, their inward Humility, 
Chriſtian Reſolution, and due acknowledgement, that the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, the true Eternal Son of God, is the only Saviour of the 
World, in whom alone all the Mercies, Graces and Promiſes of God 
to Mankind ,' for this Life and the Life to come, are fully and wholly 
comprized.” None , either Man, Woman or Child , of what calling 
ſoever, ſhall be otherwiſe at fuch times buſied in the Church , than in 
quiet attendance to hear, mark and underſtand that which is Read, 
Preached or Miniſtred; ſaying in their due places audibly with the 
Miniſter , the Confeſſion , the Lord's Prayer and the Creed ; and ma- 
king ſuch other Anſwers to the Publick Prayers,as are appointed in the 
Book of Common-Prayer : Neither ſhall [they diſturb the Service or 
Sermon by walking or — z Or any other way , nor depart out of 
the Church during the time of Service or Sermon, without ſome urgent 


or reaſonable cauſe. 
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XIX. Loyterers not to be ſuffered near the Church in time of Divine 
Service, 


T HE Church-wardens or Queſt-men, and their Aſſiſtants,ſhall noe 
ſuffer any idle Perſons to abide either in the Church-yard or 
Church-porch , during the time of Divine Service or Preaching ; but 
ſhall cauſe them either to come in, or to.depart. 


X X, BreadandWine tobe provided againſt every Communion, 


HE Church-wardens of every Pariſh againſt the time of every 

Communion , ſhall at the charge of the Pariſh , with the advice 
and direction of the Miniſter , provide a ſufficient quantity of fine 
white Bread, and of good and wholeſom Wine for the number of 
Communicants that ſhall from time to time receive there : which 
Wine we require to be brought to the Communion Table in a clean 
and ſiveet ſtanding Pot, or Stoop of Pewter, if not of purer Metal. 


X XI. The Communion to be thrice a -Year received, 


| every Pariſh Church and Chapel where Sacraments are to be 


adminiſtred within this Realm , the holy Communion, ſhall be mi- 
niſtred by the Parſon, Vicar , or Miniſter , ſo often , and at ſuch 
times as every Pariſbioner may Communicate, at the leaſt thrice in 
the Year (whereof the Feaſt of Eafter to be one) according as they 
are appointed by the Book of Common-Prayer. Provided, That eye- 
ry Miniſter as oft as he adminiſtreth the Communion , ſhall firſt re- 
ceive that Sacrament himſelf. Furthermore, no Bread or Wine newly 
brought ſhall be uſed ; but firſt the Words of Inſtitution ſhall be re- 
hearſed when the faid Bread and Wine be preſent upon the Commu- 


nion Table. Likewiſe the Miniſter ſhall deliver both the Bread and: 


the Wine to every Communicant ſeverally. 
XXII. Warning to be given beforehand for the Communion, 


V y_ every Lay Perſon is bound to receive the holy Com- 
munion thrice every Year , and many notwithſtanding do 


not receive that Sacrament once ina Year: We do require every Mi- 
niſter to give warning to his Pariſhioners _ in the Church 
ys adminiſtriog

at Morning Prayer, the Sunday before every time 0 
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that holy Sacrament , for their better preparation of thetnſelves : 
Which ſaid warning we enjoyn the ſaid Pariſhioners to accept and obey, 
under the penalty and danger of the Law. 


XXI1I, Students in Colledges to receive the Communion four times a- 
Tear, 


| by all Colledges and Halls within both the Univerſities , the Ma- 
ſters and Fellows, ſuch eſpecially as have any Pupils, ſhall be care- 
ful that all their ſaid Pupils, and the reſt that remain amongſt them, 
be well brought up , and throughly inſtrufted in Points of Religion, 
and that they do diligently frequent Publick Service , and Sermons, 
and receive the holy Communion ; which we ordain to be adminiſtred 
in all ſuch Colledges and Halls, the firſt and ſecond Sunday of every 
Month , requiring all the ſaid Maſters, Fellows, and Scholars, and all 
the reſt of the Students , Officers, and all other the Servants there ſo 
to be ordered, that every one of them ſhall communicate four times 
in the Year at the leaſt, kneeling reverently and decently upon their 
Knees , according to the Order of the Communion Book aide bed in 


that behalf. 


XXIV. Copes to be worn in Cathedral Churches by thoſe that Admini- 
fter the Communion. 


& all Cathedral and Collegiate Churches , -the holy Communion 
ſhall be adminiſtred upon principal Feaſt- days , ſometimes by the 
Biſhop, if he be preſent, and ſometimes by the Dean, and at ſome 
times by a Canon, or Prebendary , the principal Miniſter uſing a de- 
cent Cope, and being aſſiſted with the Goſpeller and Epiſtler agreea- 
bly , according to the Advertiſements publiſhed Amr. 7 Elizabethe ; 
The ſaid Communion to be Adminiſtred at ſuch times, and with ſuch 
limitation as is ſpecified in the Book of Common-Prayer. Provided, 
that no ſuch limitation by any conſtruCtion ſhall be allowed of , but 
that all Deans, Wardens, Maſters, or Heads of Cathedral and Colle- 
giate Churches, Prebendaries, Canons, Vicars, Petty Canons, Singing-» 
men, and all others of the Foundation, ſhall receive the Communion 


four times yearly at the leaſt. 


X XV; 
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XXV. Surplices and Hoods to be worn in Cathedral Churches when there 


#5 no Communion. 


N the time o© Divine Service and Prayers in all Cathedral and Col- 
legiate Churches, when there is no Communion, it (hall be ſufficient 

to wear Surplices : ſaving that all Deans, Maſters and Heads of Col- 
iegiate Churches, Canons and Prebendaries being Graduats, ſhall daily 
at the times both of Prayer and Preaching , wear with their Surplices 
ſuch Hoods as are agreeable to their Degrees.

Communion, ary of his Cureor Flock which be openly known 
to live in ſin notorious without Repentance , nor any who have mali- 
ciouſly and openly contended with their Neighbours, until they ſhall 
be reconciled: Nor any Churchwardens or Side-men, who having 
taken their Oaths to preſent to their Ordinaries all fuch Publick Of- 
fences as they are particularly charged to enquire of in their ſeveral 
Pariſhes, hall (notwithſtanding their ſaid Oaths, and that their faith- 
ful diſcharging of them is the chief means whereby publick Sins and 
Offences may be reformed and puniſhed ) wittingly and willingly , 
delperately and irreligiouſly incur the horrible Crime of Perjury, 
either in neglecting or in refuſing to preſent ſuch of the ſaid Enormi- 
ties and Publick Offences, as they know themſelves to be. committed 
in their ſaid Pariſhes, or are notoriouſly offenſive to the Congregation 
there, although they be urged by ſome of their Neighbours, or by 
their Miniſter, or by their Ordinary himſelf, to diſcharge their Conſci- 
ences by preſenting of them , and not to incur ſo deſperately the ſaid 
horrible Sin of Perjury. 


XX V1I. Schiſmaticks not to be admitted rothe Communion. 


O Miniſter when he celebrateth the Communion , ſhall witting- 
N ly adminiſter the ſame to any but to ſuch as kneel, under: pain 
ot Suſpenſion, nor under the like pain to any that refuſe to be preſent 
at Publick Prayers , according to the -Orders of the Church of Eng- 
land , nor to any that are common and notorious Depravers of the 
Book of Common-Prayer , and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 
and of the Orders, Rites, and Ceremonies therein preſcribed, or of

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any thing that is contained in any of the Afticles agreed upon in the 
Convocation,One thouſand five hundred fixty and two,or of any thing 
contained in the Book of ordering Prieſts and Biſhops, or to any that 
have ſpoken againſt and depraved His Majeſty's Sovereign Authority 
in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical; except every ſuch Perſon ſhall firſt acknow- 
ledge to the Miniſter before the Church-wardens , his repentance for 
the ſame , and promiſe by word (if he cannot write) that he will do 
ſo no more; and except (if he can write) he ſhall firſt do the ſame 
under his Hand-writing , to be delivered to the Miniſter, and by him 
ſent to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or Ordinary of the Place. Pro-_ 
vided, That every Miniſter ſo repelling any (as is ſpecihed either in 
this or in the next precedent Conſtitution) ſhall upon complaint, or 
being required by the Ordinary , ſignifie the cauſe thereof unto him, 
and therein obey his Order and DireCtion. 


X XVIII. Strangers not to be admitted to the Communion, 


6 & HE Church-wardens or Queſt-men , and their Aſliſtants, ſhall 
mark as wellas the Miniſter , whether all and every of the Pa- 


' Tiſhioners come ſo often every Year to the holy Communion , as the 


Laws and our Conſtitutions do require: And whether any Strang- 
ers come often and commonly from other Pariſhes to their Church, 
and ſhall ſhew their Miniſter of them, leſt __ they be admitted 
to the Lord's Table amongſt others, which they ſhall forbid, and re- 
mit ſuch home to their own Paxiſh Churches and Miniſters , there ta 
receive the Communion with the reſt of their own Neighbours. 


XXIX. Fathers not to be Godfathers in Baptiſm , nor Children not

N? Parent ſhall be urged to be preſent, nor be admitted to anſwer 

as Godfather for his own Child : nor any Godfather or God- 

mother. ſhall be ſuffered to make any other Anſwer or Speech, than

ther ſhall any Perſon be admitted Godfather or Godmother to any 
Child at Chriſtening or Confirmation , before the ſaid Perfon ſo un- 
dertaking hath received the holy Communion.

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X X X. The lawful uſe of the Croſs in Baptiſm explained, 


taken in the Conference at Hampton-Court , amongſt many 
other Points, touching this one of the Croſs in Baptiſm , hath taken 
no better effcC& with many , but that ſtill the uſe of it in Baptiſm is 
ſo greatly ſtuck at and impugned. For the further declaration 
therefore of the true uſe of this Ceremony , and for the removing 
of all fuch ſcruple as might any ways trouble the Conſciences of 
them who are indeed rightly Religious, following the royal Steps 
of our moſt worthy King , becauſe he therein followeth the Rules of 
the . Scriptures , and the Pradtice of the Primitive Church ; we do 
commend to all the true Members of the Church of England , theſe 
our Directions and Obſervations enſuing, 

Firſt, It is to be Obſerved , That although the Jews and Ethnicks 
derided both the Apoſtles, and the reſt of the Chriſtians, for preach- 
ing and believing in him who was crucified upon the Croſs ; yet all, 
both Apoſtles and Chriſtians, were ſo far from being diſcouraged 
from their Profeſſion by. the Ignominy of the Croſs , as they ratir 
axyoyoad and triumphed in it. Yea, the holy Ghoſt, by the mouths 
of the Apoſtles, did /honour the Name of the Croſs ( being hateful 
among the Jews) ſo far , that under it he comprehended not only 
Chriſt crucified , but the force, effets and merits of kis Death and 
Pafſion,with all the Comforts, Fruits and Promiſes which we receive 
or expedt; ; Ts 5:5 20 £71909 

bon. m-wy The honour and dignity of the Name of the Croſs, be- 
gat a. reverend Eſtimation even in the Apoſtle's times , (for gught 
that is known to the contrary) of the. Sign of the Croſs, which the 
Chriſtians ſhortly after uid in all their Aftions, thereby making an 
outward ſhew and profeſſion, even to the Aſtoniſhment of the Jews, 
That they:were not aſhamed to.acknowledge him:for._ their Lord agd 
Saviour, who died for them upon the Croſs. - And this Sign they did 
aot only uſe themſelves with a kind of glory , when they met with . 
any Jews, but Signed therewith their Children when they were Chri- 
ſtened, to dedicate them by that badge to his Service, whoſe Benefits 
beſtowed upon them in Baptiſm.,, the name of 'the-Crofs' did repre- 
ſent. And this uſe of the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm was held in 
the Primitive Church, as well by the Greeks as the Latins , with one 
conſent and great _—_ At what time, if any had oppoſed them- 


a 
ſelves againft it, they would certainly have been cenſured as ——_ 
( 


V V E are ſorry that His Majeſty's moſt Princely care and pains 
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of the Name of the Croſs, and coriſequently of Chriſt's Merits, the 
Sign whereof they could no better endure. This continual and ge- 
neral ufe of the Sign of the Croſs, is evident by many Teſtimonies of 
the Ancient Fathers. 

Thirdly , It mult be confeſſed, that in proceſs of Time the Sign of 
the Crofs was greatly abuſed in the Charch of Rome, eſpecially after 
that corruption of Popery had once poſſeſſed it. But the-abuſe of a 
thing doth not take away the lawfnl uſe of it, Nay ,' ſo far was it 
from the purpoſe of the Charchrof England to forfake and rejett the 
Churches of Fraly, France, pay Germany, or any ſuch like Churches, 
in all things which they held and practiſed, that, as the Apology of 
the Church of England confeſleth, it doth with reverence retain thoſe 
Ceremoniss which do-neither endainage the Church of God , nor of- 
fend the minds of ſober men : and only departed from them in thoſe 
particular Points , wherein they were falled both from themſelyes in 
their Ancient Integrity , and from the Apoſtolical Churches which 
were their firſt Founders. In which reſpe& , amongſt ſome other 
very Ancient Ceremonies, the Sign of the Ctofs in Baptiſt hath been 
retained m' this CThuretr, both by the Fudgtent and Pratice of thoſe 
reverend Fathers and great Divines in the Days of King Edward the 
Sixth , of whom ſome conſtantly ſuffered for the Profeſſion of the 
Truth ; and others being exiled m the time of Queen XMery, did after 
their return, in the beginning of the Reign of our late Dread Sove- 
reign, continually defend and uſe the ſame. This Reſolution and Pra- 
ftice of our Church hath been allowed and approved by the cenſure 
uponthe Communion Book, in King Edward the Sixth his Days, and 
by the Harmony of Confeſſions of later Years : becauſe indeed the 
=ſe of this Sign in Baptiſm was ever accompanied here with ſuch 
ſufficient Cautions and Exceptions againſt all Popiſh Superſtition and 
Error, as in the like Caſes are either fit or convenient. 

Firſt, The Church -of England ſince the aboliſhing of Popery 
hath ever held and taught ; and ſo doth hold and teach ill, That 
the Sign of the Croſs uſed in Baptiſm, is no part of the Subſtance of 
that Sacrament : For when the Miniſter dipping the Infant in Water, 
or Taying Water upon the face of it, (as the manner alfo is) hath 
pronounced thefe Words, / baptize thee in the Name of the Father, aftd 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, the Infant is fully and p rfectly Bap- 
tized. So as the Sign of the Croſs being afterwards uſed, doth nei- 
ther addatiy thing co the virtue and perfeCtion of Baptiſni nor be- 
ing 0tditred doth detra®t any thing from the Effect and Subſtance of 
It. 


C 3 Secondly, 
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Secondly , It is apparent in the Communion- Book, that the Infant 
Baptized 1s by virtue of Baptiſm , before it be Signed with the Sign 
of the Crofs, received into the Congregation of Chriſt's Flock , as a 
perfeft Member thereof, and not by any power aſcribed unto the 
Sign of the Croſs. So that for the very remembrance of the Croſs, 
which is very precious to all them that rightly believe in Jeſa Chriſt, 
and in the other reſpefts mentioned , the Church of England hath 
retained ſtill the Sign of it in Baptiſm : following therein the Pri- 
mitive and Apoſtolical Churches, and accounting it a lawful outward 
Ceremony and honourable Badge , whereby the Infant is dedicated to 
the Service of him that died upon the Croſs, as by the Words uſed 
in the Book of Common Prayer, it may _ 

Laſtly , The uſe of the Sign of the Crols in Baptiſm , heing thus 
purged from all Popiſh Superſtition and Error, and reduced in the 
Church of England to the primary Inſtitution of it, upon thoſe true 
Rules of Doctrine concerning things indifferent, which are conſo- 
nant to the Word of God, and'the Judgments of all the Ancient Fa- 
thers, we hold it the part of every private man, both Miniſter and 0. 
ther , reverently to retain the true uſe of it preſcribed by Publick 
Authority. conſidering that things of themſelves indifferent , do in 
ſome ſort alter their Natures, when they are either commanded or 
forbidden by a lawful Magiſtrate, and may not be omitted at every 
man's pleaſure contrary to the Law , when they be commanded, nor 
uſed when they are prohibited.

Miniſters , their Ordination, Function and Charge. 


 XXRXI. Fonr Solemn Times appointed for the making of Miniſters. 


Oraſmuch as the Ancient Fathers of the Church ,, led by, Ex- 
ample of the Apoſtles, appointed Prayers and Faſts to be uſed 
at the Solemn ardering of Miniſters z and to that parpern al- 

lotted certain times, in which only Sacred Orders might be given or 

conferred : We, following their holy and religious Example,. do con- 
ſtitute and decree , That no Deacons or Miniſters be made and or- 
dained, but only upon the _— immediately following Fejunia qua- 
zwor zemporim , commonly called Ember-week , appointed in Ancient 

time 
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' time for Prayer: and Faſting , (purpoſely for this cauſe at their firſt 


Inſtitution.) and ſo continued at this Day in the Church of England. 
And that this be done in the Cathedral or Pariſh-Church where the 
Biſhop reſideth , and inthe time of Divine Service, in the preſence 


' not only of the Arch-deacon , but of the Dean and two Prebendaries 


at the leaſt, or (if they ſhall happen by any lawful cauſe to be lett or 


' hindred) in the preſence of four other grave Perſons , being Maſters 


of Arts at the leaſt, and allowed for Publick Preachers. 


XKXXll. None to be made Deacon and Minifter both in one Day. 


T HE Office of Deacon being a-ſtep or degree to the Miniſtery, 
according to the Judgment of the Ancient Fathers, and the Pra- 
ice of the Primitive Church ; We do ordain and appoint , That 
hereaſter. no- Biſhop ſhall make any Perſon ,. of what qualities or 
gifts ſoever , a Deacon and a Miniſter both together upon one day ; 
but that the order in that behalf preſcribed in the Book of making 
and conſecrating Biſhops , Prieſts and Deacons, be ſtriftly obſerved, 
Not that always every Deacon ſhould be kept from the Miniſtery for 
a whole Year, when the Biſhop ſhall find good cauſe to.the contrary ;. 
but that there being now four times appointed in every Year for the 
Ordination of Deacons and Miniſters , there may ever be ſome time 
of trial of their behaviour in the Office of Deacon , before they be 
admitted to the Order of Prieſthood. 


XXXIII. TheTitles of ſuch as are to be made Minifters, 


T7, hath been long ſince provided by many Decrees of the Ancient 
Fathers, that none ſhould be admitted either Deacon or Prieſt,who 
had not firſt ſome certain place where he might uſe his FunCtion. 
According to which Examples we do ordain , that henceforth no Per- 
ſon ſhall be admitted into Sacred Orders, except he ſhall at that time 
exhibit to the Biſhop of whom he deſireth Impoſition of hands, a 
Preſentation of himſelf to ſome Eccleſiaſtical Preferment then void in 
that Dioceſs : or ſhall bring to the ſaid Biſhop a true and undoubted 
Certificate,that either he is provided of ſome Church within the ſaid 
Dioceſs , where he may attend the cure of Souls, or of ſome Mini- 
ſters place vacant , either in the Cathedral Church of that Dioceſs, 
or in ſome other Collegiate Church therein alſo ſituate , where he 
may execute his Miniſtery : or that he is a Fellow, or in right as a 


Fellow , or to. be a Conduct or Chaplain in ſome Coltedge in _ 
age 
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bridge or Oxford: or except he be a Maſter of Arts of five years © 
ſtanding, that liveth of his own Charge in either of the Univerſhties : ? 
or except by the Biſhop himſelf, that doth ordain him Miniſter, he be $ 
ſhortly after to be admitted either to ſome Benefice or Curatſhip then 
void. And if any Biſhop ſhall admit any Perſon into the Miniſtery * 
that hath none of theſe Titles, as is aforeſaid, then he ſhall keep and - 
maintain him with all things neceſlary , till he do prefer him to ſome 


Eccleſiaſtical Living. And if the ſaid Biſhop ſhall refuſe ſo to do , he 
ſhall be ſuſpended by the Archbiſhop, being aſſiſted with another Bi- 
ſhop, from giving of Orders by the ſpace of a Year. 


XXX1IV. The Quality of ſuch as are to be made Minifters, 


N? Biſhop ſhall henceforth admit any Perſon into Sacred Orders, 

which is not of his own Dioceſs, except he be either of one of 
the Univerſities of this Realm , or except he ſhall bring Letters Di- 
millory (fo termed) from the Biſhop of whoſe Dioceſs he is, and de- 
firing to bea Deacon, is three and twenty years old, and to be a

Very Dean, Maſter or Warden, or chief Governour of any Cathe- 
dral or Collegiate Church , ſhail be reſident in his ſaid Cathedral 

or Collegiate Church fourſcore and ten days Conjunttim or Diviſim in 
every Year at the leaft, and then ſhall continue there in Preaching the 
Word of God, and keeping good Hoſpitality, except he ſhall be other- 
wiſe let with weighty and urgent Cauſes to be approved by the Bi- 
thop of the Dioceſs, or in any other lawful ſort diſpenſed with. And 
when he is is preſent, He, with the reſt of the Canons or Prebendaries 
relident, ſhall take ſpecial Care , that the Statutes and laudable Cu- 
{toms of their Church, (not being contrary to the Word of God, or 
Prerogative Royal) The Statutes of this Realm being in force concer- 
ning Eccleſiaſtical Order, and all other Conſtitutions now ſet forth 


and confirmed by his Majeſty's Authority, and ſuch as ſhall be lawfully - 


enjoyned by the Biſhop of the Diocels, in his Viſitation, according to 
the Statutes: and Cuſtoms of the ſame Church, or the Eccleſiaſtical 


Laws of this Realm, be diligently obſerved, and that the petty Canons, , 


Vicars choral, and other Miniſters of their Church, be urged to the 
Study of the Holy Scriptures ; and every one of them to have the New 
Teſtament not only in Engliſh, but alſoin Latin. 


XLIII. Deans and Prebendaries to Preach during their Reſidence. 


# þ HE Dean, Maſter, Warden or chief Governour, Prebendaries- 


and Canons in every Cathedral and Collegiate Church ſhall not 
only Preach there in their own Perſons ſo often as they are bound by 
Law, Statute, Ordinance or Cuſtom, but ſhall likewiſe Preach in other 
Churches of the ſame Dioceſs where they are Reſident, and eſpecially 


in thoſe Places whence they or their Church receive any yearly Rents. 


or Profits. And in caſe: they themſelves be ſick,. or lawfully abfent, 
they ſhall ſubſtitute ſuch licenſed Preachers to ſupply their turns,as by 
the Biſhopof the Dioceſs ſhall be thought meet to Preach in Cathedral 
Churches. And if any otherwiſe negle& or omit to ſupply his Courſe, 
a$ is aforeſaid, . the Offender ſhall be puniſhed by the Biſhop, or by 
bim or them to whom the Juriſdiction of that Church appertaineth, ac- 
cording to the Quality of the Offence. 
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XLIV. Prebendaries to be reſident upon their Benefices. 


O Prebendariesnor Canons in Cathedral or Collegiate Churches, 
N having one or more Benefices with Cure,(and not being Reliden- 
Liaries in the ſame Cathedral or Collegiate Churches) ſhall under co- 
lour of their {aid Prebends, abſent themſelves from their Benefices with 
Cure above the ſpace of one Month in the Year, unleſs it be for ſome 
urgent Cauſe, and certain time to be allowed by the Biſhop of the Dio- 
ceſs. And ſuch of the ſaid Canons and Prebendaries as by the Ordi- 
nances of the Tathedral or Collegiate Churches do ſtand bound to 
be Reſident in the ſame, ſhall ſo among themſelves fort and propor- 
tion the times of the Year, concerning Reſidence to be kept in the ſaid 
Churches, as that ſome of them always ſhall be perſonally Reſident 
there: and that all thoſe who be, or ſhall be Reſidentiaries in any Ca- 
thedral or Collegiate Church,ſhall after the days of their Reſidency ap- 


| -pointed by their local Statutes or Cuſtomsexpired, preſently repair to 
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their Benefices, or ſome one of them, or to ſome other charge where 
the Law requireth their Preſence there to diſcharge their Duties accor- 
ding to the Laws in that Caſe provided. And the Biſhop of the Dio- 

ceſs ſhall ſee the ſame to be duly performed and put in Execution. 


XLV. Beneficed Preachers being Reſident upon their Livings, 
to Preach every Sunday, 


| 5h Beneficed man allowed to be a Preacher, and reſiding on his 
Benefice, having no lawful Impediment, ſhall in his own Cure, 
or in ſome other Church or Chappel where he may conveniently, near 
adjoyning (where no Preacher is) preach one Sermon every Sunday of 
the Year, wherein he ſhall ſoberly and ſincerely divide the Word of 
Truth to the glory of God, and to the beſt Edification of the People.

XLVI. Beneficed men, not Preachers, to procure monthly Sermons, 


Fe! Beneficed man, not allowed to bea Preacher, ſhall procure 
Sermons to be Preached in his Cure once in every Month at the 
leaſt, by Preachers lawfully Licenſed, if his Living in the Judgment 
of the Ordinary, will be able tobear it. And upon every Sunday when 
there ſhall not be a Sermon preached in his Cure, he or his Curate ſhall 
read ſome one of the Homilies preſcribed, or to be preſcribed by Au- 
thority to the intents aforeſaid. 
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XLVII. Abſence of Beneficed men tobe ſupplied by Curates that are 


allowed Preachers, 


Very Beneficed min Licenſed by the Laws of this Realm, upon ur- 
FE gent Occaſions of other Service not to reſide upon his Benefice, 
{tall cauſe his Cure to be ſupplied by a Curate that is a ſufficient and 
Licenſed Preacher, if the worth of the Benefice will bear it. Burt who- 
ſoever hath two Benefices ſhall maintain a Preacher Licenſed, in the 
Benefice where he doth not reſide, except he preach himfelf at both of 
them uſually. 


XLVIII. None to be Curates but allowed by the Biſhop. 


O Curate or Miniſter ſhall be permitted to ſerve in any Place, 
without Examinationand Admiſſion of the Biſhop of the Dioceſs 

or Ordinary of the Place having Epiſcopal Juris{diftion, in Writing 
under his Hard and Seal, having reſpect to the greatneſs of the Cure, 
and meetneſs of the Party. And the ſaid Curates and Miniſters, if 
they remove from one Dioceſs to another, ſhall not be by any means 


admitted to ſerve without Teſtimony of the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or- 


Ordinary of the Place as aforeſaid, whence they came,in Writing,of their 
Honeſty., Abiity, and- Conformity to the Eccleſiaſtical Laws of the 
Church of England. Nor any ſhall ſerve more than one Church or Cha- 
pel upon one day, Except that Chapel bea Member of the Pariſh Church, 
or united thereunto; and unleſs the ſaid Church or Chapel where ſuch 
a Miniſter inall ſervein two places, be-not able in the Judgment of the 
*Bithop or Ordinary as aforefaid, to maintaina Curate. 


XLIX. Miniſters not allowed Preachers may not Expound. 


O Perſon whatſoever not examined and approved by the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſfs, or not Licenſed as is aforeſaid, for a ſufficient or 
convenient Preacher, ſhall take upon him to Expound in his own Cure 
or elſewhere, any Scripture or matter of DoCtrine, but ſhall only ſtudy 
to read plainly and aptly (withour gloſling or adding) the Homilies al- 
ready ſet forth,or hereafter to be publiſhed by Lawful Authority, for 
the Confirmation of the true Faith, and for the good Inſtruftion and 
Edification of the People. 
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L. Strangers not admitted to Preach without ſkewing their Licence, 


Either the Miniſter, Chnrch wardens, nor 2ny other Officers of 

the Church, ſhall luffer any.man to preach within their Chur- 

ches or Chapels, but ſuch as by ſhewing their Licence to Preach, ſhall 

_ untothem to be ſufficiently authorized thereunto, as is afore-+ 
4ld, 


bh rangers not admitted to Preach in Cathedral. Churches without 
ſufficient Authority, 


H E Deans, Preſidents, and Reſidentiaries of any Cathedial or 

Collegiate Church, ſhall ſuffer no Stranger to Preach unto the 
People in their Churches, except they be allowed by the Archbiſhop 
of the Province, or by-the Biſhop of the ſame Diocels, or by either of 
the Univerſities. Andifany in his Sermon ſhall publiſh any DoCtriney 
cither-ſtrange or diagreeing from the. Word of God, or from any of 
the Articles of Religion agreed upon in the Convocation Houſe, 41no- 
1562.0r from the Book of Common Prayers,the Dean or the Reſidents 
ſhall by their Letters ſubſcribed with ſome of their Hands that heard 
him, ſo ſoon as may be, give notice of the ſame to the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs, that he may determine the Matter, and lake ſuch Ordcr theres. 
in as he ſball think convenient. | 


LII. The Names of Strange Preachers to be noted in aBook, 


"S HAT the Biſhop may underſtand (if Occaſion ſo require) what 
- Sermonsare made in every Church of his Dioceſs, and who pre- 
ſume to preach without Licence,the Church- wardens and Side-men ſhall 
ſee that the Names of all Preachers which come to their Church from 
any other Place, be noted in a Book, which they ſhall have ready for 
that Purpoſe : wherein every Preacher ſhall ſubſcribe his Name, t*e 
Day wherein he preached, and the Name of the Biſhop of whom he 


had Licence ta Preach. 


LIII. No Publick, Oppoſition between Preachers, 


FI any Preacher ſhall in the Pulpit particularly, or namely of pur- 
poſe, impugn or confute any Dottrine delivered by any other 
Preacher in the ſame Church, or in any. Church near adjoyning, before 

he 
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he hath acquainted the Biſhop of the Dioceſs therewith, and received 
Order what to do in that Caſe, becauſe upon ſuch publick and DiGſenting 
and contradiCting, there may grow much Offence and Diſquietneſs unto 
the People : the Church-wardens or Party grieved ſnall torthwith ſig- 
nifie the ſame to the ſaid Biſhop, and not ſuffer the ſaid Preacher any 
more to occupy that place which he hath once abuſed, except he faith- 
fully promiſe to forbear all ſach matter of Contention in the Church 
until the Biſhop hath taken further Order therein : who ſhall with all 
convenient Speed ſo proceed therein, that publick Satisfaftion may be 
-made in the Congregation where the Offence was given. Provided, 
That if either of the Parties Offending do appeal, he ſhall not be ſuffe- 
red to preach perdente lite. 


LIV. The Licences of Preachers refuſing Conformity, to be void, 


F any man Licenſed heretofore to Preach,by any Archbiſhop, Biſhop, 
or by either of the Univerſities, ſhall at any time from henceforth 
refuſe to conform himſelf to the Laws, Ordinances, and Rites Eccle- 
fiaſtical eſtabliſhed in the Church of England, he ſhall be admoniſhed by 
the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or Ordinary of the Place, to ſubmit him- 
ſelf to the Uſe and due Exerciſe of the ſame. And if after ſuch Admo- 
nition, he do not conform himſelf within the ſpace of one Month, We 
determine and decree, That the Licence of every ſuch Preacher ſhall 
"thereupon beutterly void and of none effect. 


L V. The Form of a Prayer to be uſed by all Preachers before their Sermons, 
g—_ all Sermons, LeCtures and Homilies, the Preachers and Mi- 


niſters ſhall move'the People to joyn with them in Prayer, in this 
Form or to this effeCt,as briefly as conveniently they may. Ye ſhall pray 


for Chriſt's holy Catholick Church, that is, for the whole Congrega- * 


'tion of Chriſtian People ditperſed throughout the whole World,and e- 
ſpecially for the Churches of England,Scotland and Ireland. And herein I 
require you moſt eſpecially to pray for the Kings moſt excellent Maje- 
ſty, our Soveraingn Lord F AMES, King of England, Scotland, 
France, and Irelana, Defender of the Faith, and Supream Governor in 
theſe his Realms, and all other his Dominions and Countreys, over all 
Perſons, in all Cauſes, as well Eccleſiaſtical as Temporal. Ye ſhall al- 
ſo pray for our gracious Queen Anne, the Noble Prince HENRY, and 
thereſt ofthe King and Queens Royal Iſſue. Ye ſhall alſo pray for the 


Miniſters of Gods holy Word and Sacraments, as well — and 
Bilhops, 
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Biſhops, 'as other Paſtors and Curates. Ye ſhall alſo pray for the Kings. 
moſt honourable Conncil,and for all the Nobility and Magiſtrates of this 
Realm, that all and every of theſe in their ſeveral Callings, may ſerve 
truly and pa'nfully to the glory of God, and the edifying and well 
governing of his People, remembring the Account that they muſt 
make. Alſo ye ſhall pray for the whole Commons of this Realm, that 
they may live in the true Faith and Fear of God, in humble Obedience 
tothe King, and Brotherly Charity one to another. Finally let us praiſe 
God for all thoſe which are departed out of this Life in the Faith of 
Chriit, and pray unto God that we may have Grace to direct our 
Lives after their good Example: that this life ended, we may be made 
Partakers with them of theglorious ReſurreCtion in the Life everlaſt- 
ing; always concluding with the Lord's Prayer. 


LV-I. Preachers and Lefturers to read Divine Service, . and adminiſter the 
Sacraments twice 4 year at the: leaFt, 


Very Miniſter being poſſeſſed of a Benefice, that hath Cure and 
Charge of Souls, although he chiefly attend to Preaching, and. 
hath a Curate under him to execute the other Duties which are to be 
performed for him in the Church,and likewiſe every other ſtipendiary 
Preacher that.readeth any LeCture, or catechiſeth or preacheth in any. 
Church or Chappel,ſhall twice at the leaſt every year read himſelf the 
Divine Service upon two ſeveral Sundays publickly, and at the uſual 
times,both in the Fore-noon and After-noon in the Church which he ſo 
ſleſſeth, or where he Readeth, Catechiſeth, or Preacheth, as isafore- 
aid, and ſhall likewiſe as often in every yearadminiſter the Sacraments 
of Baptiſm (if there be any to be baptized) and of the Lords Supper, 
in ſuch Manner and Form, and with the Obſervation of all ſuch Rites 
and Ceremonies as are preſcribed by the Book of Common-Prayer in 
that behalf: which ifhe do not accordingly perform, then ſhall he that- 
is polleſſed of a Benefice (as before) be ſuſpended: and- he that is bur 
a Reader, Preacher, or Catechiſer, be removed from his Place by the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs, until he or they ſhall ſubmit themſelves to per- 
form all the ſaid Duties, in ſuch manner and ſort as before is pre- 


ſcribed. 
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LVII. The Sacraments not to be refuſed at the hands of un- 
s . preaching Miniſters. 


Hereas divers Perſons ſeduced by falſe Teachers, do refuſe to have 
their Children baptized by a Miniſter that is no Preacher, and to 
receive the Holy Communion at his hands inthe ſame reſpect, as though 
the Vertue of thoſe Sacraments did depend upon his Ability to preach : 
Foraſmuch as the DoCtrine both of Baptiſm and of the Lord's Supper is 
ſf ſufficiently ſet down inthe Book of Common-Prayer to be uled ar the 
Adminiſtration of the ſaid Sacraments, as nothing can be zdded un- 
to it that is material or neceſſary : We do require and charge every 
ſuch'Perſon ſeduced as aforeſaid, to reform that their Wilfulneſs, and 
to ſubmit himſelf to the Order of the Church in that behalf, both the 
ſaid Sacraments being equally effeftual, whether they be miniſtred by 
a Miniſter that is no.Preacher, or by one that is a Preacher, Andif 
any hereafter ſhall offerd herein, or leave their own Pariſh Churches 
in that reſpeCt, and communicate, or cauſe their Children to be bapti- 
zed in other Pariſhes abroad, and will not be'moved thereby to reform 
that their Error and unlawfal Courſe : 'Let them be preſented to the 
Ordinary of the place by the Miniſter, Church-warders, and Side-men 
er Queſt-men of the Pariſkes wkere they dwell, and there receive ſuch 
puniitment by Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures, as ſuch Obſtinacy doth worthily 
deſerve: that is, Let them (perſiſting in their wilfulneſs) be ſuſpen- 
ded, and then after a months further Obſtinacy , excommunicated. 
Andlikewiſe if any Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, ſhall after the publiſhing 
hereof, either receive to the Communion any ſuch perſons which are 
not of his own Chnrch and Pariſh, or ſhall baptize any of their 
Children, thereby ſtrengthening them in their ſaid Errors: .Let him 
te ſuſpended and-not releaſed thereof, until he do faithfully Promiſe 
that he will not afterwards offend therein. 


LVIII. Miniſters reading Divine Service, and adminiſtring the Sacra- 
ments, to wear Surplices, and Graduates therewithal, Foods, 


Very Miniſter ſaying the publick Prayers, or miniſtring the Sacra- 
ments, or other Rites of the Church, ſhall wear a decent and 
comely Surplice with Sleeves, to be provided at the Charge of the 
Pariſh. And if any queſtion ariſe touching the Matter, Decency, or 
Comelineſs thereof, the ſame ſhall be decided by the Diſcretion of the 
Ordinary. Furthermore, ſuch Miniſters as are Graduates, ſhall wear 
upon 
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upon their Surplices at ſuch times, ſuch Hoods as by the Orders of the 
Univerſities are agreable to their Degrees, which no Miniſter ſhall 
wear (being no Graduate) under pain of Suſpenfion. Notwithſtan- 
ding it ſhall be lawful for ſuch Miniſters as are not Graduates, to wear 
upon their Surplices inſtead of Hoods, ſome decent Tippet of black, 
ſo it be not Silk. 


LIX. Miniſters to catechizeevery Sunday. 


Very Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, upon every Sunday and Holy-day - 
before Evening Prayer, ſhall for half an hour or more, examine 
and inftru&t the Youth and ignorant Perſons of his Pariſh, in the Ten 
Commandments, the Articles of the Belief, and inthe Lord's Prayer : 
and ſhall diligently hear, inſtruct, and teach them the Catechiſm ſet 
forth in the Book of Common Prayer. And all Fathers, Mothers, Ma- 
ſters and Miſtrelles, ſhall cauſe their Children, Servants, and Appren- 
tices, which have not learned the Catechiſm to come to the Church 
at the time appointed, obediently to hear, and to be ordered by the 
Miniſter until they have learned the ſame. And if any Miniſter negle&t 
his Duty herein, let him be ſharply reproved upon the firſt Complaint, 
and true notice thereof given to the Biſhop or Ordinary of the Place. 
If after ſubmitting himſelf, he ſhall willingly offend therein again, let 
him beſuſpended. If ſo the third time, there being little hope that 
he will be therein reformed, then excommunicated , and ſo remain 
until he will be reformed. And likewiſe, if any of the ſaid Fathers, 
Mothers, Maſters or Miſtreſſes,Children,Servants, or Apprentices ſhall 
neglect their Duties, as the one ſort in not cauſing them to come, and 
the other in refuſing to learn as aforeſaid : Let them be ſuſpended by 
their Ordinaries, (if they be not Children) and if they ſo perſiſt by 
the ſpace of a month, then let them be excommunicated. 


LX, Confirmation to be performed once in three years, 


| pray la it hath been a ſolemn, ancient, and laudable Cuſtom 
in the Church of God, continued from the Apoſtles times, that all 
Biſhops ſhould lay their Hands upon Children baptized and inſtrufted 
in the Catechiſm of Chriſtian Religion, praying over them and bleſ- 
ſing them, which we commonly call Confirmation, and that this holy 
Attion hath been accnſtomed in the Church jn former Ages, to be per- 
formed in the Biſhops Viſitation every third Year : We will and ap- 
point, that every Biſhop or his Suffragan in his accuſtomed Vilitation,

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do inhis 0277, Perſon carefully obſerve the faid Cuſtom. And if in that 
year, by reaſon of ſome Infirmity, he be not able perſonally to Viſit, 
then he ſhall not omit the Execution of that Duty of Confirmation the 
next year after as he may conveniently. 


LXI. Miniſters toprepare Children for Confirmation. 


| 2h Miniſter that has Cure and Charge of Souls, for the better 
Ly accompliſhing of the Orders preſcribed in the Book of Common- 
Prayer concerning Confirmation, ſhall take eſpecial Care, as thar 
none ſhall be wn has to the Bilhop for him to lay his Hands upon, 
but ſach as can render anaccount of their Faith according to the Cate- 
chiſm in the ſaid Book contained. And when the Biſhop ſhall aſſign 
any time for the Performance of that part of his Duty, every ſuch 
Miniſter ſhall uſe his beſt endeavour to prepare and make able, 
and likewiſe to procure as many as he can to be then brought, and by 
the Biſhop to be confirmed. 


LXII, Miniſters not to marry any Perſons without 
Banns or Licence, 


N O Miniſter, upon pain of Suſpeniion per triennium ipſo fatto, ſha 

celebrate Matritnony between any Perſons without a Faculty or 
Licence granted by ſome of the Perſons in theſe our Conſtitntions ex- 
preſſed,except the Banns of Matrimony have been firſt publiſhed three ſe- 
veral Sundays or Holy-days in the timeof Divine Service in the Pariſh- 
Churches and Chapels where the ſaid Parties dwell, according to the 
Book of Common Prayer.Neither ſhall any Miniſter,upon the like pain, 
under any Pretence whatſoever, joyn any perſons ſo Licenſed in Mar- 
riage at any unſeaſonable times, but only between the hours of Eight 
and Twelve in the Fore-noon, nor in any private Place, but either in 
the ſaid Churches or Chapels where ove of them dwelleth, and likewiſe 
in time of Divine Service : nor when Banns are thrice asked(and no Li- 
cence in that reſpe& neceſſary) before the Parents or Governours of 
the Parties to be married, being under the age of twenty and one years, 
ſhall either perſonally, or by ſufficient Teſtunony, ſignific to him their 
Conſents given to the ſaid Marriage. 
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LAI, Adiniſters of Exempt Churches, not to Marry without 
Bamns wr Licerree, 


Þ' Miniſter who ſhall hereafter celebrate Marriage between any 
Perſons contrary to our ſaid Conſtitutions, or any part of them, 
under colour of any peculiar Liberty or Privilege claimed to apper- 
tain to certain Churches and Chapels, ſhall be ſuſpended per erienmum, 
by the Ordinary of the Place where the offence ſhall be committed. And 
if any ſuch Miniſter ſhall afterwards remove from the Place where he 
hath committed that Fault before he be ſuſpended, as is aforeſaid, then 
ſhall the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or Ordinary of the Place where he re- 


- maineth, upon Certificate underthe hand and Seal of the otherOrdina- 


ry from whoſe Juriſdiction he removed, excute that Cenſureupon him, 
LXIV. Afiniſters ſolemnly to bid Holy- days. 


| Parſon, Vicar or Curate, fhall in his ſeveral Charge declare 
to the People every Snnday at the time appointed in the Conm- 
munion Book, whether. there be any Holy-days, or Faſting-days the 
Week following. And if any do hereafter wittingly offend herein, 
and being once admoniſhed thereof by his . Ordinary, ſhall again omit 
that Duty, let him be cenſuredaccording to Law, nntil he ſubmit him- 
ſelf to the due performance of it. 


LEV. Ainifters ſolemnly to denounce Recuſants and 


Excommunicates. 


AT Ordinaries ſhall in their ſeveral Juriſdiftions carefully ſee and 
give Order, that as well thofe who for obſtinate refuſing to fre- 
quent Divine Service cſtablifhed by publick Authority within this 
Realm of England, as thofe atſo (eſpecially of the better ſort and con- 
dition} who for notorious Contumacy or other notable Crimes ſtand 
lewfally Excommunicate, (unlefs within three months immediately af- 
ter the faid Sentence of Excommunication pronounced againſt them, 
they reform themſelves, and obtain the Benefit of Abſolution) be every 
ſix months enſuing, as well in the Pariſh Church as in the Cathedral 
Church of the Dioceſs, in which they remain, bythe Miniſter openly in 
time of Divine Service upon ſome Sunday, denounced and declared Ex- 

E 2 communicate, 
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communicate, that others may be thereby both admoniſhed to refrain 
their Company and Society, and excited the rather to procure out a 
Writ De Excommunicato capiends, thereby to bring and reduce them 
into due order, and obedience. Likewiſe the Regiſter of every Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Court, ſhall yearly between Afichaelmas and Chriſtmas, duly 
certifie the Archbiſnop of the Province of all and ſingular the Pre- 
mifes aforeſaid. 


LXVI Aimſters to confer with Recuſants, 


T” Very Miniſter being a Preacher, and havingany Popiſh Recuſant or 
E Recuſants in his Pariſh, and thought fir by the Biſhop of the Dio- 
ceſs, ſhall labour diligently with them from time to time, thereby to 
reclaim them from their Errors. ' And if he be no Preacher, or not 
ſuch a Preacher, then he ſhall procure, if he can poſſibly, ſome that 
are Preachers ſo qualified,to take pains with them for that purpoſe. If 
he can procure none, then he ſhall inform the Biſhop of the Dioceſs

claim both them and all other withia his Diaceſs ſo affeted. 


LXVII. Minifers to Viſit the Sick, 


V V HEN any Perſon is dangerouſly fick inany Pariſh, the Mi- 

niſter or Curate (having Knowledge thereof) ſhall reſort 
unto him or her (if the Diſeaſe be not known, or probably ſuſpetted 
to be infeCtious) to inſtruCt and comfort them in their Diſtreſs,accar- 
ding to the Order of the Communion Book,if he be no Preacher; ar if 
he be a Preacher.then as he ſhall think moſt needful and convenient. And 
when any is paſſing out of this Life, a Bell ſhall be tolled, and the Mj- 
niſter ſhall not then flack to do his laſt Duty. And after the Parties 
Death (if it ſo fall out) there ſhall be rung no more but one ſhort Peal, 
and one obher before the Burial, and one other after the Burial. 
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LXVIII. Miniſters not to refuſe to Chriſten or Bury. 


N O- Miniſter ſhall refuſe or delay to Cariſten any Child according 

to the Form of the Book of Common Prayer, that is brought 
to the Church to him upen Sundays or Holydays to be Chriſtened, or 
to Bury any Corps that is brought to the Church or Church-Yard 
(convenient Warning being given him thereof before) in ſuch man- 
ner and Form as is preſcribed in the ſaid Book of Common Prayer.. 
And if he ſhall refuſe to Chriſten the one or Bury the other, except the 
Party deceaſed were denounced Excommunicated Majori Excommunica- 
tione, for ſome grievous and notorious Crime, (and nd man able to 
teſtifie of his Repentance) he ſhall be ſuſpended by the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs from his Miniſtery by the ſpace of three months. 


LXIX. Miniſters not to defer Chriſtening, if the 
Child be in Danger. 


FF ny Miniſter being duly without any manner of Colluſion, infor- 

med of the Weakneſs and Danger of Death of any Infant unbap- 
ted if his Pariſh, and thereupon deſired to go or come to the Place 
where the ſaid Infant remaineth, to Baptize the ſame, ſhall either 
wilfully refuſeſo to.do,or of Purpoſe,or of groſs Negligence ſhall ſode- 
fer the time, as. when he might conveniently have reſorted to the 
Place, and have Baptized the ſaid Infant, it dieth through ſuch his De- 
fault unhaptizedz the ſaid Miniſter ſhall be ſuſpended for three 
months,and before his reſtitution ſhall acknowledge his Fault, and pro- 
miſe before his Ordinary, that he will not wittingly incur the like 
again, Provided, that where there is a Curate or a Subſtitute, this 
Conſtitution ſhall not extend to the Parſon or Vicar himſelf, but to the 
Curate or Subſtitute preſent. | 


LXX. Miniſters to keep a Regiſter of Chriſtenings, Weddings 


and Burials. 


T* every Pariſh Church and Chapel within this Realm; ſhall be- 
A provided one Parchment Book at the Charge of the Pariſh, where- 
in ſhall be written the day and year of every Chriſtening, Wedding 
and Burial which have been in that Pariſh ſince the time that the -Law 
was firſt madein that behalf, ſo far as the ancient Books thereof can 

be. 
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be procured, but eſpecially ſince the beginning of the Reign of the late 
Queen. And for the ſafe keeping of the ſaid Book,the Church-wardens 
at the Charge of the Pariſh, ſhall provide one ſure Coffer with three 
Locks and Keys ; whereof the one to remain with the Miniſter, and 
the other two with the Church-wardens ſeverally ; ſo that neither the 
Miniſter without the two Church-wardens, nor the Church-wardens 
without the Miniſter, ſhall at any time take that Book out of the ſaid 
Coffer. And henceforth upon every Sabbath-day, immediately af- 
ter Morning or Evening Prayer, the Miniſter and Ghurch-wardens 
ſhall take the ſaid Parchment Book out of the ſaid Coffer, and the Mi- 
nilter in the preſence of the Church-wardens ſhall Write and Record 
inthe ſaid Book, the Names of all Perſons Chriſtened, together with 
the Names and Surnames of their as" ay ap 6 the Names of all Per- 
ſons Married and Buried in that Pariſh, in the Week before, and the 
day and year of every ſuch Chriſtening, Marriage and Burial : And 
that done, they ſhall lay up that Book in the Coffer as before: And 
the Miniſter and Church-wardens unto every Page of that Book, when 
It ſhall be filled with ſuch Inſcriptions, ſhall ſubſcribe their Names. 
And the Church-wardens ſhall once eyery year within one Month after 
the fiveand twentieth day of Arch, tranſmit unto the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs, or his Chancellor, a true Copy of the Names of all Perſons 
Chriſtened, Married or Buried in their Pariſh in the year before (en- 
ded the ſaid five and twentieth day of arch) and the certain days 
and months in which, every ſuch Chriſtening, Marriage and Burial 
was had, to be ſubſcribed with the Hands of the ſaid Miniſter and 
Church-wardens, to the end the ſame may faithfully be preſerved in 
the Regiſtry of the ſaid Biſhop: which Cerrificate fhall be received 
without Fee. And ifthe Miniſter or Church-wardens fhall be negli- 
gent in performance of any thing herein contained, it ſhall be lawfal 
for the Biſhop or his Chancellor ro convent them, and proceed againſt 
every of them as contemners of this our Conſtitntion. 


LXXI. Aniſtersnot to preach or adminiſter the Communion 
» | #1 Private Houſes. 


O Miniſter ſhall Preach or Adminiſter the holy Communion in any 
| private Houſe, excepr it be in times of neceſſity, when any being 

either fo impotent as he cannot go tothe Charch, or very dangerouſly 
fick, aredetirous tobe Partakers of the haly Sacrament, upon: pain of 
Snſpenflon for the firſt Offence, and Excommunication for the fecond. 
Provided, that Houſes are here reputed. for Private Houſes, ,wherein

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are no Chapels dedicated and allowed by the Eccleſiaſtical Laws of 
this Realm. And provided alſo under the pains before expreſſed, that 
no Chaplains do Preach or Adminiiter the Communion in any other 
places, but in the Chapels of the ſaid Houſes  axd that alfo they do 
the ſame very ſeldom upon Sundays and Holy-days: So that both the 
Lords and Maſters of the ſaid Houſes and their Families ſhall at 0-

LXXII. Miniſters not to appoint publick_ or private Fats or Prophe- 
ſies, or to Exerciſe, but by Authority, + 


O Miniſter or Miniſters ſhall without the Licence and DireQtion 
of the Biſhop of the Diocels firſt obtained and had under his 
Hand and Seal, appoint or keep any folemn Faſts, either publickly or. 
in any private Houſes, other than ſuch as by Law are, or by publick 
Authority ſhall be appointed, nor ſhall be wittingly preſent at any of 
them, under pain of Suſpenſion for the firſt Fault, of Excommunica- 
tion for the ſecond, and of Depoſition from the Miniftery for the 
third.. Neither ſhall any Miniſter not Licenſed, as is aforeſaid, pre-

Prayer to caſt out any Devil or Devils, under pain of the Imputation 
of Impoſture or Cozenage, and Depoſition from the Miniſtery, 


LXXIIL Afoniſters not to hold private Conventicles. 


| Ne much asall conventicles and ſecret Meetings of Prieſts and Mi- 
niſters have been ever juſtly accounted very hurtful to the State 
of the Church wherein they live : We do now Ordain and Conftitnte, 
That no Prieſts or Miniſters of the word of God, nor any other Perſons 
ſhall meet together in any private Houſe or elſewhere, to conſult up- 
on any matter or courſe to be taken by tkem or upon their motion or 
direCtion by any other, which may any way tend to the Impeaching 
or Depraving of the Doctrine of the Church of England, or of the 
Book of Common Prayer, or any part of the Government and Diſct- 
pline now eſtabliſhed in the Church of England, under pain of Zxcom- 
munication !p/o fatts.

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LXXIV. Decency in Apparel enjoyned to Miniftere. 


H E true, ancient and flouriſhing Churches of Chriſt being ever 

deſirous that their Prelacy and Clergy might be had as well in 
outward Reverence, as otherwiſe regarded for the Worthineſs of their 
Miniſtery,did think it fit by a preſcript Form of decent ard comely Ap« 
parel, to have them known to the People, and thereby to receive the 
Honour and Eſtimation due to the ſpecial Meſſengers and Miniſters of 
Almighty God : We therefore following their grave Judgment, and 
the ancient Cuſtom of the Church of England, and hoping that in time 
new-fangleneſs of Apparel in ſome FaCtious Perſons will die of it ſelf, 
do conſtitute and appoint, That the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, ſhall 
not intermit to uſe the accuſtomed Apparel of their Degrees. Like. 
wile all Deans, Maſters of Colleges, Archdeacons and Prebendaries 
in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, (being Prieſts or Deacons) 
Dottors - in Divinity, Law and Phy ſick, Batchellors in Divinity, Ma- 
ſers of Arts and Batchellors of Law having any Eccleſiaſtical Living, 
ſhall uſually wear Gowns with ſtanding Collars and Sleeves ſtrait at 
the Hands, or wide Sleeves, as is uſed in the Univerſities, with Hoods 
or Tippets of Silk or Sarcenet, and ſquare Caps. And that all other 
Miniſters admitted or to be admitted into that FunCtion, ſhall alſo uſu. 
ally wear the like Apparel as is aforeſaid, except Tippets only. We 
do further in like manner ordain, That all the ſaid Eccleſiaftical Per- 


ſons above mentioned, ſhall uſually wear in their Journeys Cloaks with 


Sleeves, commonly called Prieſts Cloaks, without Gards, Welts, 
long Buttons or Cuts. And no Eccleſiaſtical Perſon ſhall wear any Coife 
or wrought Night-cap, but only plain Night-caps of black Silk, Satten 
or Velvet. In all which Particulars concerning the Apparel here Pre- 
ſcribed, our meaning is not to attribute any Holineſs or ſpecial Wor- 
thineſs to the ſaid Garments, but for Decency, Gravity and Order, as 
is before ſpecified. In private Houſes and in their Studies, the ſaid 
Perſons Eccleſiaſtical may uſe any comely and Scholar-like Apparel, 
provided that it be not cut or pinckt; and that in publick they gonot in 
their Dotiblet and Hoſe, without Coats or Caſlocks: And thatthey wear 
not any light coloured Stockings. Likewiſe poor Beneficed men and 
Curates (not being able to provide themſelves long Gowns) may go in 
ſbort Gowns, of the Faſhion aforeſaid,

AÞveir by former Conſtitutions of the Church of England, every Bi- 
ſhop hath had two Months Space to enquire and inf#rm himfelf of 
the ſufhciency and qualities of every Miniſter, after he hath becn pre- 
ſented unto him to be inſtituted into any Benefice : yet for the avoiding 
of ſome inconveniencies,we do now abridge and reduce the faid two Months 
unto eight and twenty days only. In reſpe& of which Abridgement, we 
do ordain and appoint, that no double Quarrel ſha!l hereafter be granted 
out of any of the Archbithops Courts at the ſuitof any Miniſter whoſoe- 
ver, except he ſhall firſt rake his perſonal Oath, that the faid eight and 
twenty daysat the leaſt are expired, after he firſt rendered his Preſentation 
tothe Biſhop, and that he refuſed to grant him Inſtitution thereupon : or 
ſhall enter Bonds with ſufficient ſureties to prove the ſame to be true, 
under pain of Suſpenſion of the Granter thereof from the execution of 
if a year zoties quoties, to be denounced by the faid Arch- 
biſhop, and Nullity of the double Quarrel aforeſaid, ſo unduly procured, 
to'all intents and purpoſes whatſoever. Always provided, that within the 
{a:d eight and twenty Days, the Biſhop ſhall nor inſtitute any other to the 
prejudice of the faid party before preſented, ſub pana nullitaris. 


XCVI. Tabilitions not to le granted without the ſubſcription of an

HAT the Jurisdidtions of Biſhops may be preſerved (as near as 

& may be) entire and free from prejudice, and that for the behoof of 
the Subjects of this Land, bettter proviſion be made, that henceforward 
they be not grieved with frivolous and wrongful Suits and Molcſtarions : 
It is ordained and provided, that no Inhibition ſhall be granted out of any

Licences and Diſpenfations : We further conſtitute and appoint, That 
before any Licence for the celebration of Matrimony, without publicati- 
on of Banns be had or granted, it ſhall appear to the Judge by the Oaths 
of two ſufficient witneſſes, -one of them to be known cither to the Judge 
himſelf, or to ſome other perſon of good reputation then preſent, and 
known likewiſe to the faid Judge, that. the expreſs conſent of the Parens 
or Parent, if one be dead, or Guardians, or Guardian of the parties, tis 
thereunto had and obtained.

THE Miniſter, Church-wardens, Queſt-men ard Aſſiſtants of eve 
Pariſh Church and Chappel, ſhall yearly within forty days ak 
ter Eaſter exhibit to rhe Biſhop or his Chancellor, the names or Sirnames 
of all the pariſhioners, as well men as women, which being of the 
age of {ixteen years, received not the Communion at Eſter before. 


CXIII. Miniſters may treſent. 


Ecauſe it often cometh to paſs, that the Church-wardens, Sidemen, 
B Queſt-men, and ſach other perſons of the Layity as are to take care 
for the ſuppreſſing of fin «nd wickedneſs in their ſeveral Pariſhes, as much 
as in them lieth, by admonition, reprehenſion, and denunciation to their 
Ordinaries, do forbear to diſcharge their duties therein, either through 
fear of their Superiors, or through negligence, more then were fit, the 
Licentiouſneſs of theſe times con{idered : We ordain, T hat hereafter 
every Parſon and Vicar, or in the lawful abſence of any Par- 
ſon or Vicar, then their Curates and Subſtitutes may joyn in every 
preſentment with the faid Church-wardens Sidemen, and the reſt above 
mentioned at the times hereafter limited, if they the faid Church-wardens 
and the reſt will preſent ſuch enormities as are apparent in the Pariſh : or 
it they will not, then every ſuch Parſon and Vicar, -or in their abſence as 
aforeſaid, their Curates may themſelves preſent to their Ordinaries art 
ſuch times and when elſe they think it meet, all ſuch crimes as they have 
in charge, or otherwiſe, as by them { being the perſons that ſhould have 
the chief care for the ſuppreſſing of fin and impiety in their Pariſhes ) ſhall 
be-thought ro require due Reformation. Provided always, that if any 
man confeſs his ſecret and hidden fins to the Miniſter for the unburthening 

of 
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of his conſcience, and to receive ſpiritual conſolation and eaſe of mind 
from him, We do not any way bind the faid Miniſter by this our Confti- 
tution, but do ſtraitly charge and admoniſh him, that he do not at any 
time reveal and make known to any perſon whatſoever, any crime or of- 
fence ſo committed to his truſt and ſecrecy (except they be ſuch crimes as 
by the Laws of this Realm his own life may be called into queſtion for con- 
cealing the ſame} under pain of irregularity. 


CXIV. Miniſters ſhall preſext Recuſants. 


| 2G Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, ſhall carefully inform themſelves eve- 
ry Year hereafter, how many Popiſh Recuſants, Men, Women and 
Children above the age of thirteen Years ; and how many being Popiſhly 
given (who though they come to the Church, yet do refuſe to receive 
the Communion) are Inhabitants, or make their abode either as Sojour- 
ners or common Gueſts in any of their ſeveral Pariſhes, and ſhall ſet down 
their true Names in writing(ifthey can learn them)or otherwiſe ſuch names, 
as for the time they carry, diſtinguiſhing the obſolute Recuſants from half 
Recufants : and the fame fo far as they know or believe fo diſtinguiſhed 
and fer down under their Hands, ſhall truly preſent to their Ordinaries be- 
fore the Feaſt of the Nativity next enſuing, under pain of Suſpenſion 
to be inflicted upon them by their ſaid Ordinaries, and ſo every year 
hereafter upon the like Pain, before the Feaſt of St. Fohn Bapest. Allo 
we ordain, That all fuch Ordinaries, Chancellors, Commiſlaries, Arch- 
deacons, Officials, and all other Eccleſiaſtical Ofhcers ro whom the faid 
Preſentments ſhall be exhibited, ſhall likewiſe within one Month after 
the Receipt of the ſame, under pain of Suſpenſion by the Biſhop, from 
the Execution of their Offices for the ſpace of half a Year (as often as 
they ſhall offend therein) deliver them or cauſe to be delivered to the Bi- 
ſhop reſpeCtively; who ſhall alſo exhibit them to the Archbiſhop within 
fix Weeks, and the Archbiſhp to his Majeſty within orher {xx Weeks 
after he hath received the ſaid Preſentments. 


CXV. Miniſters and Churchwardens #3t to be ſued for Preſenting. 


/ Hereas for the Reformation of Criminous perſons and diforders 

in every Pariſh, the Churchwardens, Queſtmen, Sidemen, 

and ſuch other Church Officers are ſworn, and the Miniſter charged to 
preſent as well the Crimes and Diſorders committed by the ſaid Criminous 
perſons, asalſo the common Fame which is ſpread abroad of them, where- 
by they are oftea maligned and __— troubled by the aid Dilinquents 


vr 
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or their Friends : We do admoniſh and'exhort alf Judges, both Eccleſia- 
tical and Ternporal, as they regard and reverence the fearful judgment- 


ſeat of the higheſt Judge, thar they admir nat in any of their Courts, 


any Complaint, Plea, Suit, or Suits againſt any fuch Churchwarden, 


'Queſtmen, Sidemen, or other Church-Officers, for making any ach pre- 


ſentments, nor againſt any Miniſter for any preſtntment that he ſhall make: 
all the faid preſentments tending to the reſtraint of ſhameleſs Impiety, and 
conſidering that the Rules both of Charity and Government do preſume 
that they did nothing therein of Malice, but for the diſcharge of their 


Conſciences. 
CXVI. Churchwardens not bound to preſent oftner than twice a Tear. 
O- Churchwardens, Queſtmen, or Sidemen of any Pariſh , ſhall 


be inforced to exhibit their Preſentments to any having Eccleſiafti- 
cal Juris/liction, above once 1 every Year, where it hath been no 


-oftner uſed, nor above twice in any Dioceſs whatſoever, except it be at 


the Biſhops Viſitation.For the which preſentments of every Pariſh Church or 
Chappel, the Regiſter of any Court where they are to be Exhibited, ſhall 
not receive in one Year above four pence, under pain for every offence 
therein, of Suſpenſion from the Execution of his Office for the ſpace of a 
Month roties quoties. Provided always, that as good occalion ſhall require, 
it ſhall be lawful for every Miniſter, Churchwardens, and Sidemen, to 
preſent offenders as oft as they ſhall think meer. And likewiſe for any 
godly diſpoſed Perſon, or for any Eccleſiaſtical Judge, upon knowledge 
or notice given unto him or them, of any: enormous Crime within his Ju- 
risdiCtion, to. move the Miniſter, Churchwardens, or Sidemen, as they 


render the Glory of God and Reformation of Sin, to preſent the ſame, if 


they ſhall find ſufficient cauſe ro induce them thereunto, that it may be 
in due time puniſhed and reformed. Provided, that for theſe voluntary 
preſentments, there be no Fee required or taken of them under the pain 
aforeſaid. 


CXVII. Churchwardens mot to be troubled for not preſenting of tner then 


twice a year. 


O Church-wardens, Queſt-men, or - Side-men ſhall be called or cited, 

but only at the faid time or times before limited, to appear before 

any Eccleſiaſtical Judge whoſoever , for refuſing at other rimes to pre- 

ſent any faults commitred in their Pariſhes , and puniſhable by Ecclefiaſti- 

cal Laws, Neither ſhall they nor any of them, after their p—_—_ 
| ite 
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exhibited at any of thoſe times, be any further troubled for the ſame, ex- 
cept upon manifeſt and evident proof it may appear that they did then 
willingly and wittingly omit to preſent ſome ſuch publick crime or crimes 
as they knew to be committed, or could not be ignorant that there 
was then a publick fame of them, or unleſs there be very ug cauſe to call 
them for the explanation of their former preſentmems. In which caſe of 
wilful omiffion, their Ordinaries ſhall proceed againſt them in ſuch fort as 
in caufes of wilful Perjury in a Court Eccleſiaſtical it, is already by L aw 


provided. 
CXVIII. The old Chuchwardens to make their Preſentments before the 


new be (worn. 


He Office of all Church-wardens and Side-men, ſhall be reputed ever 
hereafter to continue uatil the new Church-wardens that ſhall ſucceed 
them, be ſworn, which ſhall be the firſt week afrer Eafter, or ſome week 
following, according to the direCtion of the Ordinary, Which time'fo 
appointed, ſhall always be one of the two times in every year, when the 
Miniſter and Church-wardens, and Side-men of every Pariſh ſhall exhibit rs 
their ſeveral Ordinaries, the preſentments of ſuch enormities as have hap» 
ned in their Pariſhes ſince their laſt Preſentments. And this duty they ſha!l 
perform before the newly choſen Church-wardens and Side-men be ſworn, 
and ſhall not- be ſuffered to paſs over the faid preſentments to thoſe that 
are newly come into Office, and are by intendment ignorant of fuch 
critnes ,, under pain of thoſe cenſures which are appointed for the re- 
formation of ſuch dalliers and diſpencers with their own Conſciences and 
Oaths. 

CXTX. Convenent time to be afſientd for framing Preſentments. 


þ®: the avoiding of ſuch inconveniences as heretofore have happened by 
& the haſty making of Bilk of Preſentments, upon the days of the Vi- 
{tation and Synods, it is ordered, "That always hereafter, every Chan- 
cellor, Archdeacon, Commiſfary and Official, and every other perſon 
having Eccleliaſtical Jurisdiftion, at the ordinary time when the Church- 
wardens are ſworn: and the Archbiſhop and Biſhops when he or they do 
ſummon their Viſtation,ſhall deliver,or cauſe to be delivered to the Church- 
wardens, Queſt-men and Side-men of every Pariſh, or to ſome of them, 
ſuch Books of Articles as they or any of them ſhall require for the year 
following the ſaid Church-wardens, Queſt-men and Side-men, to ground 
their preſentments upon at ſuch times as they are to exhibit them.

CXXI. Nome to be cated into ſeweral Courts fur one Crime. 


N places where the Biſhop and Archdeacon. do by preſcription or 
compoſition viſit at ſeveral times in one andthe fame year,leſt for one 
and the felf fame fault any of his Majeſties Subjects ſhould be challeng- 
ed and moleſted in divers Ecdefiaſtical Courts : We order and appoint, 
That every Archdeacon or his Official, within one month after the Viſi- 
tation ended that year, and the preſentments received, ſhall certifie under 
his Hand and Seal, tothe Biſhop or his Chancellor, the names and crimes 
of all ſuch as are detected and preſented in his faid Viſitation, to the end 
the Chancellor ſhall thenceforth forbear to convent any perſon for any 
crime or cauſe ſo deteCted or preſented to the Archdeacon. And the Chan- 
cellor within the like time on the Biſhops Viſitation ended, and Preſent- 
ments received, ſhall under his Hand and Seal fignihe to the Archdeacon 
or his Official, the names and crimes of all ſuch perſons which ſhall be de- 
tected or preſented unto him in that Viſitation , to the ſame intent 
as 1s aforeſaid. And if theſe Officers ſhall not certihe each other as is 
here preſcribed, or after fuch Certificate ſhall intermeddle with the crimes 
or perſons detected and preſented in each other Viſitation ; then every 
of them ſo offending ſhall be ſuſpended from allexerciſe- of his Jurisdiction, 
by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, until he ſhall repay the coſts and expences 
which tke parties grieved have been at by that vexation.

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CXXII No Sentence of Deprivation or Depoſuton to be pronounced a- 
gainſt a Miniſter, but by the Biſhop. 


W_ any Miniſter is complained of in any Eccleſiaſtical Court 
belonging to any Biſhop' of his Province for any Crime, the - 
Chancellor, Commiffary, Official, or any other having Eccleſiaſtical Ju- 
riſdiftion to whom ir ſhall appertain, ſhall expedite the cauſe by Pro-- 
cefles and other proceedings againſt him : and upon contumacy for not 
appearing, ſhall firſt ſuſpend him, and afterwards his Contumacy continu-- 
ing, excommunicate him. But if he appear and ſubmit himſelf ro the- 
Courſe of Law, then the matter being ready for Sentence, and the merits 
of his offence exaQting by Law, either deprivation from his Living, - or 
depoſition from the Miniſtry, no ſuch Sentence ſhall be pronounced by 
any Perſon whoſoever, but only by the Biſhop, with the aſſiſtance of his 
Chancellor, the Dean (if they may conveniently be had} and ſome of 
the Prebendaries, if the Court be kept near the Cathedral Church, or of 
the Arch-deacon, if he may be had conveniently, and two other at the 
leaſt grave Miniſters and Preachers to be called by the Biſhop, when the: -

CXXIII.- No A# to be ſped but in open Court.- 


O” Chanceltor, Commiſlary, Archdeacon, Official, or any other 
Perſon uſing Eccleſiaſtical Jurisdiction whoſoever, ſhall ſpeed any 


judicial Act, either of contentious or voluntary Juriſdiction, ex- 
cept he have the ordinary Regiſter of that Court, or his lawful Deputy : 
or if he or they will not, or cannot be preſent, then ſuch Perſons as by 


Law are allowed in that behalf to write or ſpeed the fame, under pain of 
Suſpenſion ipfo fatto. 


CXXIV. No Court to have more than one Seal. 


N? Chancellor, Commiſſary, Archdeacon, Official, or any other ex- 
erciling Eccleſiaſtical JurisdiCtion, ſhall without the Biſhops Conſent 
have any more-Seals than one for the Sealing of all marters incident to his 
Oihce : Which Seal ſhall always be kept either by himſelf, or by his lawful 
Subſtitute exerciſing Juriſdiction for him, and. remaining within the Ju- 
rildiction of the ſaid Judge, or in the City, or principal 'Town of the 
County. 'This Seal ſhall contain the Title - of that Juriſdition which

LL Chancellors. Commiſſaries, Archdeacons, Ohcials, and all o- 
ther exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical Juriſsdiction,ſball appoint ſuch meet pla- 
ces for the keeping of their Courts by the aſſignment or approbation of the 
Biſhop of the Dfo:eſs, as ſhall be convenient for Entertainment of thoſe 


' that are to make their appearance there, and moſt indifferent for their 


travel, And likewiſe they ſhall keep and end their Courts in ſuch 


convenient time., as every Man may return homewards in as due Sea- 
ſon as may be. 


CXXVI. Pecultar and infertour Courts to exhibit the original Copies of 
Wills :mo the Biſhops Regiſtry. 


Hereas Deans, Archdeacons, Prebendaries, Parſons, Vicars, and 
others exerciſing EecleſtaſticalJuriſdiCtion, claim Liberty to prove 
the laſt Wills and Teſtaments of Perſons Deceaſed within their feveral Ju- 


Tiſdictions, having no known nor certain Regiſters, nor publick place to 


keep their Records in, by reaſon whereof many Wills, Rights and Lega- 


cies, upon the Death or Change of ſuch Perſons and their private Nota- 
ries, miſcarry, and cannot be found, to the great prejudice of his Maje- 


ſties Subjefts : We therefore order and enjoyn that all ſuch Poſleſlors and 
Exerciſers of peculiar Jurisdiction,ſhall once in every Year exhibite into the 
publick Regiliry of the _—_— the Dioceſs, or of the Dean and Chap- 

faid peculiars are, every original Teſta- 
ment of cvery perſon in that time Deceaſed, and by them proved in their 
ſeveral peculiar Juriſdictions, or a true Copy of every ſuch Teſtament 


examined, ſubſcribed, and ſealed by the peculiar Judge and his Notary. 


Otherwiſe if any of them fail ſo to do, the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or 
Dean and Chapter, unto whom the ſaid Juriſdictions do reſpectively belong, 
ſhall ſuſpend the ſaid Parties, and every of them from the exerciſe of all 
ſuch peculiar Jurisdiction, until they have performed this our Conſtitution.

Judges Ecclehiaſtical and their Surrogates. 
CXXVII. The quality and Oath of Judges. 


O Man ſhall hereafter be admitted a Chancellor, Commiſlary or 
Official, to exerciſe any Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdition, except he be of 


the 
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the full age of ſix and twenty Years at theleaſt, and one that is learned 
in the Civil and Eccleſiaſtical Laws, and is at the leaſt a Maſter of Arts, 
or Batchelor of Law, and is reaſocably well practiſed in the Courſe there- 
of, as likewiſe well afteed, and zealouſly bent to Religion, tour hing 
whoſe Life and manners no evil example is had, and except befor he 
enter into, or execute any fuch Office, he ſhall take the Oath of the 
Kings ſupremacy in the prefence of the Biſhop, or in the open Court, 
and ſhall ſubſcribe tothe Articles of Religion, agreed upon in the Can- 
vocation, in the year one Thoufand five Hundred, ſixty and two, and 
ſhall alſo ſwear that he will to the uttermoſt of his Underſtanding, deal 
uprightly andjuſtly in his Office, without reſpect, or favour of Reward : 
the faid Oarhs and Subſcription to be recorded by a Regiſter then preſent. 
And likewiſe all Chancellors, Commiſlaries, Officials, Regiſters, and all 0- 
ther that do now poſſeſs or execute any places of Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiftion, - 
or Service, ſhall before Chriftmas next, in the Preſence of the Archbi- 
ſhop or Biſhop, or in open Court, under whom or where they exerciſe 
their Offices, take the ſame Oaths, and ſubſcribe as before is ſaid : Or up- 
on refuſal fo todo, ſhall be ſuſpended from the execution of their Offices, 
until they ſhall take the faid Oaths, and ſubſcribe as aforeſaid. 


CXXVIII The Quality of Surrogates- 


O Chancellor, Commiſſary, Arch-Deacon, Official, or any other 
perſon uſing Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction, ſhall at any time ſubſtitute 
in their abſence any to keep any Court for them, except he be either & 
grave Miniſter and a Graduate , or a licenſed publick Preacher, and as 
beneficed man near the place where the. Courts are kept, or a Batcheler 
of Law, or a Maſter of Arts at leaſt, who hath ſome skill in the Civil 
and Eccleſiaſtical Law, and is a favourer of true Religion, and a man of 
modeſt and honeſt converſation, under pain of ſuſpenſion for every time 
that they offend therein from the execution of their Offices for the ſpace 
of three months tories quoties : And he likewiſe that is deputed, being not 
qualified as is before exprefled, and yet ſhall preſume to be a Subſtiture 
to any Judge, and ſhall keep any Court as is aforeſaid, ſhall undergo the 
ſame cenſure in manner and form as is before expreſled.

CXXIX. Prodtors not to retain Cauſes without the lawful Aſſign- 
ment of the parties. 


One ſhall Procure in any Cauſe whatſoever, unleſs he be there- 
N unto conſtituted and appointed by the party himſelf, either 
before the Judge, and by At in Court, or unleſs in the be- 

; inning of the Suit, he be by a true and ſufficient Proxy there- 
unto warranted and enabled. We call that Proxy ſufficient, which is 
ſtrengthened and confirmed by ſome Authentical Seal, the parties Appro- 
bation, or at leaſt his Rartification therewithal concurring. All which 
Proxies ſhall be forthwith by the faid Proctors exhibited into the Court, 
and be ſafely kept and preſerved by the Regiſter in the publick Regi- 
ſtry of the faid Court. And if any Regiſter or Proctor ſhall offend here- 
in, he ſhall be ſecluded from the exerciſe of his Office for the ſpace of 
two months, without hope of releaſe or reſtoring. 


CXXX. Proftors mot to retain Cauſes without the counſel of an 
Adwvocate. 


OR leſſening and abridging the multitude of Suits and Contentions, 
as alſo for preventing the complaints of Suiters in Courts Eccleſuaſti- 
cal, who many times are overthrown by the over-{ight and neglience, 
or by the ignorance and inſufficizncy of ProCtors, and likewiſe for the 
furtherance and increaſe of Learning, and the advancement of Civil and 
Canon Law, following the laudable cuſtoms heretofore obſerved in the 
Courts pertaining to the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , We will and or 
dain, That no Prodtor exerciling in any of them ſhall entertain any 
Cauſe whatſoever, and keep and retain the ſame for two Court days, 
without the Counſel and advice of an Advocate, under pain of a years 
ſuſpenſion from his PraCtice : neither ſhall the Judge have power to releaſe 
or mitigate the faid penalty , without expreſs Mandate and Authority 
from the Arch-Biſhop aforeſaid. * 


CXXXI1. 
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CXXXI. Proffors not to conclude in any caſe without the know- 
ledge of an Advocate. 


N? Judge inany of the (aid Courts of the Arch-Biſhop, ſhall admit 
any Libel, or any other marter, without the advice of an Advocate 
admitted to practice in the ſame Court, or without his ſubſcription : nei- 
ther ſhall any Proctor conclude any Cauſe depending, without the know- 
ledge of the Advocate retained and fee'd in the cauſe : which if any 
Proctor ſhall do, or procure to be done, or ſhall by any colour whatſo- 
ever defraude the Advoeate of his Duty or Fee, or ſhall be negligent in 
repairing 'to the Advocate, and requiring his Advice what courſe is to 
be taken in the cauſe, he ſhall be fuſpended from all practice for the ſpace 
of ſix months, without hope of being thereunto reſtored before the faid 


term be fully complear. 
CXXXIIL Proffors prohibited the 0ath, In Animam Domini ſui. 


Forafmuch as in the probate of Teſtaments and Suits for Adminiſtra- 

tion of the Goods of perſons dying Inteſtate, the Oath uſually taken 
by Proctors of Courts, In animam conſtituents, is found to be inconve- 
nient : We do therefore decree and ordain, That every Executor or 
Suiter for Adminiſtration, ſhall perſonally repair to the Judge in that be- 
half, or his Surrogate, and in tus own perſon { and not by Proctor ) take 
the Oath accuſtomed in theſe caſes. But if by reaſon of ſickneſs or age, 
or any other juſt let or impediment, he be not able to make his perſonal 
appearance before the Judge : it ſhall be lawful for the Judge ( there be- 
ing faith firſt made by acredible perſon, of the truth of his faid hinde- 
rance or impediment ) to grant a Commiſſion to ſome grave Eccleſiaſti- 
cal perſon abiding near the party aforeſaid, whereby he ſhall give power 
and Authority to the faid Eccleſiaſtical perſon in his ſtead, to miniſter the 
accuſtomed Oath above mentioned, to the Executor or Suiter for ſuch 
Adminiſtration, requiring his ſaid Subſtitute, that by a faithful and tru- 
ſty Meſſenger he certifie the faid Judge truly and faithfully what he hath 
done therein. Laſtly, we ordain we appoint, That no Judge or Regi- 
ſter, ſhall in any wiſe receive for the Writing, Drawing or Sealing of 
any ſuch Commiſſion, above the ſum of fix ſhillings and eight pence ; 
whereof one moyety to be for the Judge, and the other for the Regiſter 
of the ſaid Court. 
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CXXXIIE. Proftors wot to be clamprous in Cont. 


Yraſinuch as it is found by experience, that the loud and confuſed crics 
and clamours 'of Proctors in the Courts of the Arch-Biſhop, are.not 
only troubleſom and offenſive to the Judges and Advocates, bur alſo give 


' occalion to the ſtanders by, of contempt and calumny toward the Caurt 


it {elf : that more reſpe&t may be had to the Dignity of the Judge, then 
herctofore, and that cauſes may more eca(ily and commodiouſly be hand- 
led and diſpatched, we charge and enjoyn, That all Proctors in the faid 
Courts do eſpecially intend, that the Acts be faithfully entred and ſet down 
by the Regitter; according to the advice and direction of the Advocate, 
thar the ſaid Proctors refrain loud ſpeech and brabling, and behave them- 
ſelves quietly and modeſtly, and that when either the Judges or Advo- 
cates, or any of them, ſhall happen. to ſpeak, they preſently be filent,, 
upon pain of ſilencing for two. whole Terms then immediately following 
every fuch offence of theirs. And if any of- them ſhall the ſecond time 
offend herein, and after duc monition ſhall not reform himſelf ; let him 
be for ever removed from his practice.

CXXXV. A certain rate of Fees ame to all Ecclefraſtical Officers. 


O Biſhop, Suffragan, Chancellor, Commiflary, Arch-Deacon, Offcial, 
nor any other exerciling Eccleliaftical Juriſdiction wharſvever, nor 
any Regiſter of any Eccleſiaſtical Courts, nor any Minifter belonging to 
any of the ſaid Officers or Courts, ſhall hereafter for any cauſe incident 
ro their ſeveral Offices, rake or receive any other or greater Fees, then 
ſuch as were certihed to the moſt Reverend Father in God; Fohn, late Arch- 
Riſhop of Canterbury, in the year of our Lord God, One thouſand five 
hundred ninety and ſeven, and n_ him ratifhed and and approved, 
under pain that every ſuch Judge, er or Miniſter offending herein 
ſhall be Suſpended from the exerciſe of their ſeveral Offices, for the ſpace 
of fix Months for every fach offence. Always provided, that if any que- 
ſtion ſhall ariſe concerning the certamty of the faid Fees or any of them : 
thoſe Fees ſhall be held for lawful, which the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury 
for the time being ſhall under his 'Hand approve, except the Statutes of 
this Realm before made, do tn any particular caſe expreſs ſome other 
Fees to be due. Provided furthermore, that no Fee or Money ſhall be 
received either by the ArcheBiſhop, or any Biſhop or Suffragan, citherdi- 
re&Mly or indire&ly, for admitting of any inte Sacred Orders, nor that 
any other perſon or perſons under the faid Arch-Biſhop, Brſhop or Suffra- 
gan, ſhall for Parchment, Writing, Wax, Sealing, or any other reſpect 
thereunto appertaining, take above ten fhillings, under ſuch pains as are 
already by Law preſcribed. 
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CXXXVI. A Table of the Rates and Fees to le ſet up in Courts 
and Regiſtries. 


V E do likewiſe conſtitute and appoint, That the Regiſters be- 

longing to every ſuch Eccleſiaſtical Judge, ſhall place two 
Tables, containing the ſeveral Rates and Sums of all the faid Fees : one 
in the uſual place or Conkiftory where the Court is kept, and. the other 
in his Regiſtry, and both of them in ſuch fort, as every man whom jt 
concerneth may without difficulty come to the view and peruſal thereof, 
and take a Copy of them ; the fame Tables to be.ſo ſer up before the 
Feaſt of the' Nativity next enſaing. And. if agy Regiſter ſhall fail to 
place the faid Tables according to the 'Tenour om. ; he ſhall be Suf- 
pended from the execution of his Office,. until he cauſe the ſame to be 
accordingly done :: And the faid Tables being. once ſet up, if he ſhall 
at any time remove or. ſuffer. the. ſame. to be removed, hidden or any 
way hindered from fight, contrary - to. the true meaning of this Conſti- 
tution, he ſhall for every ſuch p ih be Suſpended from the exerciſe of 
his Office for the ſpace of ſix Months. 


CXXXVII The whole Fees for ſhewing Letters of Orders, and oth:r 
Licences, due but once th every Biſhops time. 


| Orv as a chief and principal cauſe and uſe of Vititation is, that 

, the Biſhop, Arch-Deacon or other aſſigned to Viſit, may get ſome 
good knowledge of the State, Sufficiency and Ability of the Clergy, and 
other perſons whom they are to Viſit: We think it convenient, that 
every Parſon , Vicar, Curate, Schoolmaſter, or other perſon Licenſed 
whoſoever, do at the Biſhops firſt Viſitation, or at the next Viſitation af- 
ter his Admiſſion, ſhew - Exhibit unto him his Letters of Orders, In- 
ſtirution and Induction, and all other his Difpenſations, Licences or Fa- 


 eulties whatſoever, to be by the faid Biſhop either allowed, or { if there 


be juſt cauſe. 2 difallowed and rejefted : and being by him approved, to 
be, as the cuſtom is, ſigned by the Regiſter ; and that the whcle Fees 
accuſtomed to be paid in the Viſitations in reſpeCt of the Premiſſes, be = 
only once in the whole time of every Biſhop,and afterwards, but half of 
the faid accuſtomed Fees,in every other Viſitation during the faid Biſhops

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Apparitors. 
CXXXVIIL The Number of Apparitors reſtrained. 


Oraſmuch as we are deſirous to redreſs ſuch abuſes and aggrievances 
as are faid to grow by Somners or Apparitors ; We think it meet 
that the multitude of Apparitors be (as much as is poſhble) abridg- 
ed er reſtrained: Wherefore we decree and ordain, 'That no Bi- 

ſhop or Archdeacon, or their Vicars or Officials, or other inferior Ordi- 

naries, ſhall depute or have more Apparitors to ſerve in.their Juriſdictions 
reſpectively, then either they.or their Predeceſlors were accuſtomed to 
have thirty years before the publiſhing of theſe our preſent Conſtituti- 
tions. All which Apparitors ſhall by themſelves Faithfally execute their - 

Offices, neither ſhall they by any colour or-pretence - whatſoever cauſe or 

ſufter their Mandates to be executed by any Meſſengers or Subſtitutes, un- 

leſs it be upon ſome good cauſe to be firſt known and approved by the 

Ordinary of the place. [Moreover, they ſhall not take upon them the 

Office of Promoters or. Informers for the Court, neither ſhall they ex- 

at more or greater Fees than are in theſe our Conſtitutions formerly 

preſcribed. And if either the number of the Apparitors deputed ſhall 
exceed the foreſaid limitation, or any of” the faid Apparitors ſhall offend 
in any of. the Premiſles, the Perſons deputing them, if they be Biſhops, 
ſhall upon Admonition. of their Superiour, diſcharge the Perſons ex- 
ceeding the number. fo limited : If inferiour Ordinaries, they ſhall be 
ſuſpended from the execution of their Office until they have diſmiſſed the 

Apparitors by them fo deputed, and the Parties themſelves ſo deputed ſhall 

for ever be removed from the Office of - Apparitors : and if being fo remo- 

ved, they defiſt not from the exerciſe of their faid Offices, let them be pu- 
niſhed by Eccleſiaſtical cenſures as perſons contumacious. Provided, that 
upon experiencethe number of the ſaid Apparitors be too great in any 

Dioceſs in the judgment of the Archbiſhop of Canturbwy. for . the time be- 

ing, they ſhall by him be ſo abridged as he ſhall think meet and con-
